There Hodge was assigned to 
a small cell like those occupied 
by other prisoners. He pe 
turned loose in the bullpen, 
where he shed his jacket /and 
necktie, and shook hands with 
five or’ six other prisoners, 
some of them weekend drunks. 
He refused to be interviewed in 
the jail by reporters. 

Fitzgerald had argued vig- 
orously that Hodge be sentenced 
immediately because of his poor 
health.

It would 
place on state parties and na- 
tional committeemen the re- 
sponsibility of seeing to it that 
the convention ticket gets on 
the ballot under the Democratic 
label. 

Preserves Integrity. 

“This is the proper way to 
solve this difficult problem,” 
said Battle. “By and large it 
preserves the integrity of the 
national party and places re- 
sponsibility on the state party. 
We can live with it.” 

Humphrey said the new rule

As Harry Truman was still President in 1952 
it marked the second time in two years that the 
voters of his own party in his own state rejected 
his recommendations for the chamber in which 
he himself had sat from 1935 until he became 
Vice President in 1945.

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In Clayton, Berkeley and Kirkwood 
The Clayton Charter, Commission has taken a 
substantial forward step toward providing im- 
proved local government for citizens of that 
prosperous county seat. The Commission has 
adopted a modified Council-Manager frame for 
the home rule charter it currently is drafting. 

Accordingly Clayton soon may be joining the 
rapidly growing list of more than 1000 American 
cities that have taken advantage of the oppor- 
tunities for sound and efficient local administra- 
tion that are inherent in the Manager plan. Uni- 
versity City, Webster Groves and Ferguson in St. 
Louis county and Wood River in nearby Illinois 
are among them. And now a charter commission 
in Berkeley has urged the Manager plan for that 
community. 

All of which suggests that Kirkwood, the coun- 
ty’s third largest city behind University City 
and Webster Groves, also ought to look into the 
possibilities of bringing its government more 
into step with the needs of its 28,000 citizens. 
Kirkwood operates under the cumbersome com- 
mission form under which the Mayor and Coun- 
cilmen head up separate departments, a sys- 
tem that tends to make them ignore important 
policy matters because of the press of petty 
administration. . : 

Kirkwood’s Mayor Berthold and the Council 
by ordinance could put the matter up to the

voters at the November election if the officials 
were willing to forget the fact they have almost 
four years in office. Or if they decline to act 
the question of whether to put a charter com- 
mission to work can be submitted on petition 
of 10 per cent of the city’s registered voters.

Tired of Passengers? 

The Eastern railroads—with the New York 
Central and the Pennsylvania in the Jead—have 
asked the Interstate Commerce Commission for 
authority to raise their first class passenger fares 
45 per cent, or from 4.725 cents to almost 7 cents 
a mile. They also want to raise their coach 
fares 5 per cent above the present 3.554 cents 
a mile. 

The current rates were established only last 
May in the most recent of a series of ICC rate 
orders starting in 1936 when the traditional first 
class charge of 3 cents a mile was held inade- 
quate. Paradoxically, service was faster and more 
comfortable at the prewar charge. 

No wonder there is a widespread impression 
that the Eastern roads have lost interest in pas- 
senger business. This is underscored by the fact 
that the Western roads—which now run luxury 
trains superior even to those of which New York 
Central and the Pennsylvania once were so 
proud—as well as the roads in the South are 
charging a first class rate of 4.0425 cents and a 
coach rate of 2.8875 cents the mile. And they 
are not seeking an increase. 

Perhaps because there is less freight in the 
West and the South, the roads in those regions 
make a stronger bid for passenger business. In- 
stead of seeking the volume which would permit 
profitable operation at relatively low rates, the 
Eastern roads show little enterprise in this re- 
spect. Seemingly they are content to ask the 
ICC for an increase when their figures turn red, 
not concerned that even the most justifiable in- 
crease can dry up business. 

It has been suggested that if the Eastern 
roads charged less of their operating expense 
to passenger traffic and if they took greater ad- 
vantage of railroading innovations which cut 
costs and provide better service, they would not 
see so many former passengers traveling by 
plane, bus and automobile. But they are strange- 
ly unmoved by such arguments.

Will there be 
a day, too, when there no longer. will be the 
thrill of watching the “limited” go through? 
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Feudin’ Goes Right On 

The independent voter in Missouri who hoped 
that the election of a new Republican national 
committeeman from this State would end the 
feuding in the Missouri G.O.P. has been disap- 
pointed already. Because Elroy W. Bromwich, 
who succeeded the controversial A. D. (Bud) 
Welsh, is willing to help finance the Stassen 
poll on the effect of Richard M. Nixon on the 
Republican ticket, border warfare has broken 
out all over again. 

Barak T. Mattingly, former national commit- 
teeman and a Nixon supporter, is “shocked” at 
Mr. Bromwich’'s interest in the poll and says 
that it has done a “serious disservice” to the 
G.O.P. Grover W. Dalton, Republican state 
chairman in five elections, asserts that the re- 
marks of Missouri's “playboy in politics” will 
“become a stench in his nostrils and will be 
shouted from the housetops at every crossroads 
in the state.” And the present G.O.P. state chair- 
man, Perry Compton, goes so far as to say that 
out of the “dump Nixon” movement may well 
come a “dump Bromwich” movement in Missouri. 

Why should the Missouri G.O.P. hierarchy 
get so steamed up about this effort to 
find out whether the controversial Vice Presi- 
dent would be a help or hindrance to a ticket 
led by President Eisenhower? Mr. Bromwich 
has said not once but several times that he is 
not trying to undermine anyone, that he is 
merely trying to help get the facts. The old Re- 
publican regulars are in a sorry state indeed if 
they not only do not want to know the facts 
but are against anyone who seeks information. 
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Lower on the Snake 

The spectre of the old utility holding com- 
pany, which brought about so many abuses 
more than a quarter of a century ago, arises 
in new hearings before the Federal Power 
Commission on the Snake river. 

Half-way development of electric power and 
less than half-way flood control are proposed 
by private applicants at the Mountain Sheep 
and Pleasant Valley sites as Idaho Power Co. 
earlier proposed upstream at Hell’s Canyon. 
But in these new proposals there is the addi- 
tional danger that the syndicate applying for 
license may represent a re-emergence of the old 
Electric Bond & Share holding company empire 
which was broken up in the public interest by 
the Public Utility Holding Company Act of 1935. 

Electric Bond & Share, now described as an 
investment company, denies that it owns a share 
of stock or controls “directly or indirectly any 
utility in the United States.” Yet three of the 
four operating companies in the syndicate 
formed to build Mountain Sheep and Pleasant 
Valley dams were members of the old Electric 
Bond and Share empire; the president, secretary 
and co-ordinator of the syndicate are Bond and 
Share veterans; and the management company 
employed for the projects is Ebasco Services, 
Inc., a wholly-owned subsidiary of Electric 
Bond & Share. Is all that mere coincidence—or 
is it part of a pattern? 

The Federal Power Commission must know 
that neither stock ownership nor written agree- 
ment is essential to the formation and opera- 
tion of a trust or cartel. When men of like 
persuasion who have worked together for many 
years come together in a new project, they are 
altogether likely to carry on business as usual. 
Business as usual in the holding-company era 
was not for the public good—and in the long 
run not for the private good either. FPC should 


be exceedingly careful not to let an old wolf ~ 


creep back in new clothing. 
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The Cardinals’ Castoffs 

The Cardinals’ castoffs are becoming almost 
a campaign issue in St. Louis at least. Among 
those traded by Trader Lane, Jackie Brandt re- 
cently hit two home ruhs in one game for the 
Giants, while Brooks Lawrence has scored 16 
pitching victories for Cineinnati. Harvey Haddix 
has compiled a fine pitching record, too, and 
Bill Virdon (Pirates) and Red Schoendienst 
(Giants) are batting well over .300. 

As in politics, however, it may be well to with- 
hold judgment until more of the returns are in. 
Aside from the fact that nobody can say that 
Brooks Lawrence did so well for the Redbirds, 
there are also days on which the castoffs do not 
exactly win ball games. Right now the question 
is not whether former are doing well, 
but whether the Cardinals will continue the fine 
work of their road trip. And nearly everybody

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Law Cannot Replace Private Morals

Tax statutes permeate and dominate our society, columnist says; 
calls for more devotion to the dignity of the individual in 
our institutional practices; social conscience would reinforce 
private responsibility, retard trend of government regulation.

Mark Sullivan of revered memory 
used to expatiate on this page about 
the “observance of the unenforceable,” 
or the unwritten law. The phrase is 
the late Lord Moulton’s. It occurred 
in a penetrating speech that the Brit- 
ish jurist once gave in a London club 
and which was rescued from oblivion 
by one of America’s greatest editors, 
Ellery Sedgwick of the Atlantic. 

As I recall the piece, Lord Moulton 
was trying to show that the enduring 
society depends only to a minor extent 
upon law and law 
enforcement. The 
ideal community is 
governed by the 
private code of a 
civilized people. 
The Greeks had a 
word for it: pro- 
priety. 

When this is well 
developed, abuses 
in the social order 
and indeed in the Don ol 
body politic are . v 
kept at 2 minimum. 
A New York magis- 
trate, for instance, 
notes ‘there is no 
juvenile delinquency among the Chi- 
nese in New York City. 

Why is that? Not because of the 
law in the land of their adoption, but 
because filial piety happens to be innate 
in the Chinese character, though, of 
course, it is becoming more and more 
a thing of the past in Communist China. 

Men’s imperfectibility prevents the 
withering away of the state, Le., of law, 
which Marx prognosticated. (His fol- 
lowers indeed went to the other ex- 
treme when they came to power in the 
Soviet world and supervised through 
law and regulation what the people 
gaps let alone what they said and 

id. 

But in some advanced countries a 
law against some form of anti-social be- 
havior is allowed to stand even when 
the need for it no longer exists. It 
might become a more or less dead letter 
because of the prevalence of high indi- 
vidual standards. 

In Stockholm, for instance, I once 
found that since there were no burglar- 
ies, the Swedes did not lock their 
doors at night. However, there was a 
statute on the books against theft, and 
no question about removing it. 

Perhaps in the restiveness that has 
spread over the world since the war, 
it is more usual nowadays to invoke and 
enforce it. As to that, I don’t know. 
To be sure, in the good society pri-

vate responsibility 1s reinforced by the 
social conscience. And this is activated 
in sanctions and punishments which ex- 
ercise mare of a restraint upon the in- 
dividual than could any policeman en- 
forcing the law. 

A movie I saw recently showed how 
even the charming Lord Byron was sent 
to Coventry because of behavior unbe- 
coming to a gentleman. In his loneli- 
ness he exiled himself to Venice. 


This kind of extra-legal check against 
the erring individual is, not always 
beneficent—it may mean as much evil 
as good in its manifestations. At its 
worst, it may become indeed a form of 
vigilantism. But in general the social 
frown has its place in the good society 
as the alternative, along with a private 
conscience, of government regulation. 


These vagrant thoughts have piled up 
from a reading of Cameron Hawley’s 
novel, “Cash McCall.” Mr. Hawley’s 
theme is that the federal income tax 
laws are undermining our American 
standard of personal integrity. General 
advantage, I suppose, has been taken of 
loopholes ever since the enactment of 
the income tax. But the tax laws have 
now come to permeate and dominate 
our society. 

All human relations, a lawyer said 
to me the other day, have to be looked 
at from a tax angle. A fine state of 
things! Mr. Hawley in the Saturday 
Evening Post says that since the law 
lost its respect for the individual, the 
individual has Jost his respect for the 
law. Something to think about! 


It is to remedy this condition of 
things that the new liberalism can join 
forces with an invigorated conservatism. 
The new liberals have come to see that 
economic security through welfare laws 
is not our final goal—that indeed it 
may devalue the individual if we are 
not careful. 

What we need surpassingly is less lip 
service to the dignity of the individual 
and more devotion in our institutional 
practices to it. 

Here should be our secret weapon and 
more than ever. For the Communist 
powers will soon be on a parity with us 
in the technological strength in which 
we used to take such pride. 

Such a situation makes even military 
chieftains of the caliber of Adm. Rad- 
ford &vow that individual character is 
our real shield and buckler. For this 
reason the Admiral sponsored the re- 
cent publication of ‘Militant Liberty.” 

But this weapon will be denied our 
side if the present trend continues of 
letting laws take the place of private 
morals and mutual aid.

Between Book Ends 


Did Cook Climb McKinley? 
THE CONQUEST OF MOUNT McKINLEY, by Bel- 
more Browne. (Houghton Mifflin, 381 pgs. $6.) 

In 1906, Dr. Frederick Cook claimed 
to have reached the summit of Mount 
McKinley. However, his single com- 
panion on the ascent was not a con- 
vincing witness and the photographs 
offered in evidence were of doubtful 
authenticity. Belmore Browne and 
others in Cook’s own base party con- 
tested the claim and a bitter contro- 
versy arose. 

Browne says, “We had traveled in 
that country and we knew the time 
that Dr. Cook had been absent was too 
short to permit of his even reaching 
the mountain.” In 1910 and, then 
again, in 1912, this group retraced 
Cook’s route in an attempt to reach 
the summit and, at the same time, dis- 
prove Dr. Cook's claim. 

Much of the book is a compilation of 
evidence against Cook and. while the 
adage says there are two sides to every 
controversy, it is 
difficult with half- 
a-century hindsight 
to find the defen- 
sible side to Cook’s 
claim. Mountain- 
eers state flatly 
that no two moun- 
tainscape profiles 
are exactly the 
same. In the face 
of this fact, 
2 Browne's group 
1 7 oe. exactly duplicated 

“jie eet the ~~ Cook = photos 
from atop a lesser 

peak, far from Mc- 
Kinley. Cook's 
claim seems further circumstantially 
weakened by the fact that he was im- 
prisoned in 1925 for an oil field swindle. 

The current volume is a reprint of 
an old mountaineering classic first pub- 
lished in 1913. It concerns three ef- 
forts (1906, 1910, and 1912) to top 
America’s highest mountain. Most of 
the account relates to the 1912 expedi- 
tion. Note that the book is entitled 
“The Conquest of .. .” not “The Ascent 
of ... .” imasmuch as the party was 
halted by fierce storms and food short- 
ages a short distance from the sum- 
mit. However, the approaches to Mc- 
Kinley present greater obstacles than 
the mountain itself and Browne's party 
performed great service by providing 
the permanent approach route over 
which later climbers were to follow. 

It is of interest to contrast the prob- 
lems of mountain-climbing today as 
against these early efforts. It was 
more difficult to reach the base of 
Mount McKinley with pack-horse in 
1912 than to reach the summit today 
with modern equipment, scientific food 
and airlifts. McKinley rises to 20,300 
feet.

ARTHUR BLISS LANE DIES, 
CAREER DIPLOMAT 31 YEARS | 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
Arthur Bliss Lane, a career dip- 
lomat for 31 years in the United 
States Foreign Service, died last 
night in Doctors Hospital of 
acute hepatitis. He was 62 
years old.

Blaylock, forced out again in 
yesterday's opener when a com- 
bination of wildness and in- 
effectiveness set up four Chi- 
cago runs within three innings, 
now has started five times and 
lost four games in three weeks. 

The 21-year-old Oklahoman 
has the potential, apparently, 
but even Manager Fred Hutch- 
inson might have difficulty giv- 
ing another early try to the 
rookie, who has been charged 
with 22 runs in 20 innings. 

Hutchinson, 37 yesterday, 
suffers inwardly and displays 
great patience with some play- 
ers, notably, it seems, Blaylock 
and Bobby Del Greco.

Del Greco, in the 
midst of eight hitless trips, was 
permitted to bat for himself to 
open the seventh inning of the 
first game, with the Cardinals 
four runs behind and the bench 
including .300 hitters Ken Boy- 
er and Rip Repulski. And Del 
Greco failed for himself again 
in the ninth against Bob Rush, 
big Chicago righthander, with 
one on. 

If the idea is to build confi- 
dence in Del Greco and Blay- 
lock, for instance, that’s entirely 
noble, but patience apparently 
is a variable and inconsistent 
thing, which Jackie Brandt and 
Virdon didn’t enjoy, just to 
name two. And there’s consid- 
erable grumbling about Boyer 
these days from above and be- 
low. Repulski, a _ safety-first 
ball player defensively, has be- 
come a two-platoon outfielder 
who isn’t supposed to hit right- 
handers any more.

Mangan Leaves 
Giants in Huff, 
Is Suspended 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13 (UP)— 
Catcher Jim Mangan of the New 
York Giants was suspended in- 
definitely without pay today for 
leaving the club in Pittsburgh 
on Sunday. President Horace 
Stoneham of the Giants an- 
nounced the disciplinary action 
after a telephone conversation 
with Manager Bill Rigney. 

Mangan, the Giants’ third 
string catcher, called Rigney 
“the worst manager I've ever 
played for” and said he was 
quitting the club. © 


Mangan approached Rigney 
during the second inning of 
yesterday’s doubleheader open- 
er against the Pittsburgh 
Pirates and is reported to have 
remarked: “I can’t take it any 
more. I’ve had enough.” 

“Then go out where you be- 
long in the bullpen,” Rigney 
replied. | ; 

Whereon Mangan went to the 
dressing room, took off his uni- 
form, and sat there throughout 
the first game. For the second 
game, Mangan put on his street 
clothes and took a walk around 
the vicinity of Forbes Field. 
After the games, he rejoined 
the other players and flew back 
to New York with the team. 

“Rigney is the worst manager 
I ever played for,” Mangan told 
reporters with the club. “As 
far as I’m concerned he 
couldn’t manage in a Class D 
league. He doesn’t know how to 
handle men. But I like him per- 
sonally.” 

“I came to play, not to 
watch,” said the stocky 26-year- 
old catcher obtained from the 
Pirates last spring.

Students to Work in Reactivated Industry—Visit St. Louis on Tour 


By Clarissa Start 


HE wardrobe of the aver- 
T ase American girl is at 

least three times as big as 
the wardrobe or the average 
European girl. Not only is it 
large but up to the minute in 
styling as well. 

“In America, you see fashion 
on the street,” Gunther Rueck- 
er, student of fashion design 
from Germany, expresses it. 

“When we first arrived here, 
we were amazed at the many 
smartly dressed women we saw 
everywhere,” adds Evi Gise 
Grahl. “Now that we have 
seen the factories, we under- 
stand how it is done.” 

Gunther and Evi have been 
in this country a year, studying 
at the Fashion Institute of 
Technology in New York, under 
the International Co-operation 
Administration, the Govern- 
ment’s foreign aid agency. Both 
are from Berlin, the only part 
of Germany still eligible for 
such aid. Now on vacation, they 
are traveling around the United 
States, and last week spent sev- 
eral days in St. Louis where, 
they assured us, the people are 
“the most hospitable we have 
ever met.” 

On an itinerary planned by 
the International Ladies Gar- 
ment Workers Union, they vis- 
ited manufacturers, the new 
O'Fallon Technical School and 
the offices of the St. Louis 
Fashion Creators. They have 
been amazed both at the size 
and equipment of factories and 
at the openness with which 
manufacturers share what 
would be closely-guarded trade 
secrets in other countries. 

After another year of study 
here, they will return to Ger- 
many to work in their home- 
land’s reactivated but relatively 
backward fashion industry. 

“What we need to do most 
is improve production methods,” 
Gunther says. “We have some 
factories with modern machin- 
ery but most of them give their 
work to individual contractors. 
One man, for instance, will do 
the cutting and pattern making, 
not in a factory but in his own 
apartment. The sewing will be 
done elsewhere. Our first job 
is to modernize. Our next is to 
make people more fashion con- 
scious.” 

“Even if we had machinery 
like yours now,” Evi adds, “we 
couldn’t make use of it because 
of the limited market. German 
women, like American women, 
want to be different. In a coun- 
try as big as yours, a factory can 
make many dresses and the cus- 
tomer will not see others like 
it, but in a smaller country like 
ours she would see herself go- 
ing and coming as it were.” 

Both Evi and Gunther have 
had industry experience, he as 
an apprentice, she as the daugh- 
ter of a factory owner, whose 
fortunes rose, fell and rose 
again with the rest of their 
nation’s industry, during the 
war. Evi and Gunther, 25 and 
22, have only childish recollec- 
tions of the war. Gunther, for 
example, remembers that the 
little boys rather liked bombing 
raids at night. 

“It meant that school would 
start later the next morning,” 
he recalls. “Also we collected 
parts of bombs and pieces of 
anti-aircraft bullets on the 
street. It was big sport at the 
time, trading and trying to see 
who could get the biggest col- 
lection.” 

In 1943, schools were closed 
in Berlin and families with chil-

dren moved away. Gunther’s 
family lived in a part which is 
now Poland and he has memo- 
ries of living in a trailer, eating 
“off the land,” being part of the 
confused civilian movement back 
to Berlin when the. Russians 


came. . 
H ews of Berlin when every- 
one “thought the world 
would end,” and when people 
tried to reassure each. other 
with stories that the Americans 
were about to make peace with 
Germany and join in the fight 
against Russia. 

Evi’s father had moved his 
factory to Mecklenburg, where 
the family lived in a house with 
a garden on a lake, and Evi 
recalls liking it very much, es- 
pecially attending a co-educa- 
tional school instead of a girls’ 
school as she had in Berlin.

A short time later, 
my father hitchhiked to Berlin 
to see his factory which had

been bombed, and made ar- 
rangements with a former em- 
ploye to start up again there.

SUPPOSE it is old hat to repeat that traffic accidents 
| took 38,000 lives in 1952, while only 32,000 Americans 

were killed or missing in the Korean war. But as a doc- 
tor. I have seen all forms of nervous prostration and col- 
lapse, and none has been 
more severe than that of a 
parent who has lost a son 
or daughter in an automo- 
‘bile smash-up. The horror 
of it all is compounded by 
the needlessness and futil- 
ity of it. 

It is a peculiar facet 
of the human being that 
he is untouched emotion- 
ally by statistics when he 
hasn’t personally suffered. 
ee Re Only when a father, 
DR. PETER STEINCROHN mother, brother, sister or 
child has been given a blood bath in some ditch by the 
road does he raise his fist to high heaven and rave and rant 
at these killers who rove the highways unmolested. 

Since the turn of the century, more than 1,000,000 
human beings in the United States have had their blood 
let, their skulls shattered and their bodies twisted into 
oblivion by auto accidents. 

Exactly what have the other 160,000,000 of us done 
about it? 
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YOU WILL AGREE that only in the last half-dozen 
years have you been reading, in newspapers and maga- 
zines, of the need for doing something about this “new” 
danger. And on radio and television, you have been hear- 
ing lately such clever, well-meaning (but stupid) jingles as: 
“DRIVE CAREFULLY. REMEMBER THE LIFE YOU SAVE 
MAY BE YOUR OWN!” Statistics prove that such warn- 
ings are useless. 

What to do? I admit that the force of public opinion 
is at last showing some results. The inventive brains in the 
auto industry have thus been “forced into activity.” The 
customer is always right! Therefore, the newer models are 
coming off the lines with wider-view windshields, blow- 
out-proof tires, recessed steering wheels, foam-rubber dash- 
boards, seat belts and new locks on the ¢ar doors. 

I do not belittle this evidence of co-operation; it makes 
us aware of the potential danger of extinction for everyone 
whenever we climb into our cars. We never know which 
one of us among the 40,000 who will die in car accidents 
this year is ticketed for “the last mile.”

HE Jubilee’s coming right 
T along. Weird is the word 

for the rivertront. No tell- 
ing what the staid barges think 
as they come by. Curves and 
angles, plastic and the past, a 
fairyland rising from the mud— 
a wonderland fighting deadline. 
A throwback to 1904. 

“Well, we got the tiffel 
Tower up almost overnight,” 
proudly said a grizzled con- 
struction man, standing in the 
mud. 

Now there’s an odd comment. 
To hear on the St. Louis river- 
front. The whole deal’s right 
odd. They're going to paint 
the gravel green. We looked 
around for a griffith, a phoenix. 
None. 

But the old-timey beer gar- 
den had risen from the turn 
of the century, and that suf- 
ficed, and the hurrying painters 
were splattered a sea-azure 
blue. And chewing tobacco. 


The Mid-America Jubilee is 
rushing toward completion and 
you should just ought to see 
the riverfront grounds now. 
September First is the sched- 
uled grand opening and the 
layman would swear they 
couldn’t make it by then. But 
the construction men _ insist 
that they will. 

“I’ve worked on a lot of 
jobs,” said the construction 
boss. “None like this. This is 
the strangest. More pressure.” 


The helioport is all finished. 
Five helicopters will live there. 
The public address system is 
all fixed. German band music, 
oompah oompah, throughout 
the grounds. The agricultural 
exhibit is coming right along. 
That’s what the gravel has to 
be painted green for. Green 
gravel is bucolic. 

“The Jubilee will give St. 
Louis a shot in the arm,” Al- 
fred Stern, managing director, 
had predicted. He doesn’t like 
terms like “The Dowager City.” 
He likes drama, a dramatic

Remember then: the 
school graduates you! you grad- 
uate FROM the school. 
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QUESTION: What is the cor- 
rect pronunciation of the 
word “protein”? Everyone I 
know says PROHteen, but a 
dietician friend of mine says 
it should be PROH-tee-in (three 
syllables) and my dictionary 
seems to indicate she’s right. 

ANSWER: Until fairly re- 
cently most dictionaries accept- 
ed only the PROH-tee-in pro- 
nunciation. As long as the word 
was chiefly part of the trade 
language of dieticians and food 
researchers, that was quite 
proper, 

Since World War II, however, 
the vogue for “low-calorie, 
high-protein” diets has made 
the word part of everybody's 
everyday speech. The result is 
that the simpler pronunciation 
PROH-teen is much more com- 
monly heard today. Both of our 
most up-to-date dictionaries al- 
ready enter it, along with the 
older, more traditional pronun- 
ciation.

In the first place, an action 
of this kind might very easily 
bring a sharp cleavage between 
labor and agricultural workers 
in an area where it is important 
that they stand together if, in 
the long run, the, economic sit- 
uation of both Is f be bettered.

THE AGRICULTURAL “right 
to work” bill which the AFL- 
CIO Labor Council helped to 
get passed does not cover field 
workers alone. It also applies 
to sugar workers and refinery 
workers in the &state, to cotton 
compress and gin workers, and 
to, rice mill workers. Upwards 
of 200,000 workers are involved 
and their average wages range 
from 50 to 60 cents an hour. 


This situation in Louisiana is 
of interest to farmers all over | 
the country. In the last few | 
years we have lost a large num- | 
ber of family-type farms. One 
of the reasons for this is that 
the man who runsihis own farm 
finds it practically impossible 
to compete with big corporate 
agricultural farming, where 
workers are exploited and 
where production is on such a 
large scale that everything — 
buying, selling and. production 
—ean be done more cheaply | 
than by any family-type farm.

IN ADDITION, no workers | 
earning these low wages can | 


have much purchasing power. 


And we must remember that | 


this probably means that about 


3,000,000 workers are involved, |
